For Wisconsin Central failed to extend 
its service to U p p er Michigan on th e plea 
that airports w e re not adequate.

tically all these cities m e t CAB r e q u ir e ­ 
ments. Still Wisconsin C entral continued 
to hedge. 
M eanwhile N ationwide Airlines, a small 
“nonsched” feeder line, w as carryin g pas • 
sengers through this sam e 
area 
though 
w ithout an airm ail franchise. Nationwide 
found no fault w ith th e airports and a p ­ 
plied to CAB to secure the airmail f r a n ­ 
chise which Wisconsin Central had receiv­ 
ed bul failed to use. 
Nationwide Airlines requested that the 
Wisconsin Central airmail franchise be sus­ 
pended for nonconformance. It argued that 
tw o years had passed since Wisconsin C e n ­ 
tral had been given the franchise, and it 
was still unused. 
Despite this the CAB not only refused to 
suspend Wisconsin C e n tra l’s airmail co n ­ 
tract, but took an o th e r am azin g step. 
It 
gave Wisconsin Central a subsidy of $85,- 
000 as a cushion against operating losses. 
Astute 
lobbyist 
Al W heeler is given 
■credit for putting this across. Wheeler ap- 
jpeared at least once before the CAB, also 
.signed several state m ents on behalf of his 
client. 
The amazing thing is that he signed these 
statements at a tim e w hile he was still 
d raw ing a salary of $9,000 from th e federal 
government, before w hich he w as also a p ­ 
pearing as a lobbyist.
